Orchestra, who, on meeting diffi- 
culties in starting their "Sunset 
Symphonies” simply set up a co- 
operative and decided to run the 
show by themselves. 

The musicians deserve a lot of 
credit for the things they have ac- 
complished on their own initiative 
—by contributing money, obtaining 
WPA aid in building the stage 
(worth seeing too) and inviting 
guest conductors of note. 

Even if the concerts had not 
been as good as they have been# 
it would have been a noteworthy 
attempt. However, the orchestra is 
surprisingly well-coordinated. 

Whoever the conductor may bat 
it always works well, generally 
after only two or three rehearsals. 

But this is one drawback— the 
conductors have not always been 
of the highest class. 

It seems to me that Mr. Sevitzky, 
conductor last Friday and Sunday, 
might have failed his profession by 
not becoming a ballet dancer. It 
was in this manner that he con- 
ducted Brahms’ First Symphony, 
like a combination of Schubert's 
softer moods and a Wagner over- 
ture. 

In contrast to this, Miss Brlco 
on an earlier evening gave an exact 
and methodical, yet inspired, in- 
terpretation of Beethoven's "Ero- 
ica”. 

Speaking of these symphonies 
brings me to another point. A de- 
cisive step forward in the develop- 
ment of the "Sunset Symphonies’* 
is the choice of program. Whilt 
the public at the "Sunset Symphon- 
ies” is a different one from tht 
group attending the winter con- 
certs, I believe it, too, likes to 
listen to Beethoven, Brahms, Tchal- 
kowsky, even if sometimes some- 
what thin, particularly in the brass 
section, rather than be fed contin- 
uously with Straus waltzes and light 
program music. 

This program advancement to my 
mind is almost the greatest accom- 
plishment of the “Sunset Sym- 
phonies” Summer Concerts and I 
hope it assures the future success 
of this endeavor to combine a beau- 
tiful setting with beautiful music.

^^IDELY recognized among economists, politicians, and laborites as 
one of the greatest problems facing America today, unemployment 
and social security have been brought to the forefront as vital issues 
arising directly from the Great Depression of 1929. 

More than a campaign issue, and not a new problem, the question 
of social security is rather an old one in a new dress created by modern 
technology that must inevltibjy 
arise from the changing way of 
life the world is at present exper- 
iencing. 

Four Experts 

Four men outstanding in the 
field of labor economics and social 
security pioneering— Edward Ber- 
man, Associate Professor of Eco- 
nomics at the University of Illi- 
nois and senior economist, Works 
Progress Administration; Ewan 
Clague, fornfer Professof of Social 
Research /at the University of 
Pennsylvania and now Associate 
Director, Bureau of Research and 
Statistics, Social SecOrlty Board; 

Isador Lubin, Commissioner of 
Labor Statistics, U. S. Department 
of Labor; and Arthur J. Altmeyer, 
former chairman of the Technical 
Planning Board for Social Security 
now a member of the Social Se- 
curity Board— this week complete 
instruction in a nine-week course 
on "Labor and Economic Security" 
under the general direction of Dr. 

Donald S. Watson, instructor in 
economics. 

Stressed as important factors that 
must be considered in realizing any 
definite program of social security 
were these points: 

. 1. The American people demand 
security of employment. 

2. Unemployment will be a con- 

stant factor of the future; 
with the problem of unbal- 
anced incomes, old-age and 
other needy groups it is a 
question that must be alle- 
viated immediately. 

3. With the realisation that we 

have a new type of problem 
facing us, the orthodox econ- 
omists’ idea that there has 
been "no essential change in 
the economic system” must 
vanish as it becomes more ob- 
vious that economic systems 
have definite cycles of life. 

4. Any type of social security put 

into effect must in the nature 
of things be such as to pre- 
serve the existing order by 
appearing as uninviting as 
practical.

Aldous Huxley is the one modern 
author who has consistenly sown 
his seeds in the barren field of neg - 1 
ativism. Refusing to accept any 
creed or dogma he has remained 
the oracle of frustration. Conse- 
quently his novels are peopled by 
ugly and disagreeable little men 
whose single redeeming feature is 
their ability to prate endlessly and 
breathlessly on innumerable sub- 
jects. To say that Huxley has en- 
tirely reversed his position in "Eye- 
less In Gaza” would not be alto- 
gether true since it implies that 
he has become an Andre Malraux. 
No such amazing metamorphosis 
has taken place despite that fact 
that there are some remarkable de- 
viations from Huxley’s general trend 
of thinking and writing.

Point", who in between their spells 
of talking indulge in erotic, mean- 
ingless love affairs.

^LTHOUGH it is not wise to begin too serious 
thought on next year’s work when vacation is 
little more than half gone, it docs seem quite sensi- 
ble to secure as soon as possible a catalogue for the 
coming year, and look it over.

j>f college all-stars who on Sept. 1 
play the Detroit Lions -on Sol- 
diers’ Field, Chicago. 

The first player from a District 
college ever to “make" the squad, 
universally conceded to be the 
"cream of. the college grid crop," 
Tuffy will be getting his first taste 
of pro football. He has already 
signed to play with the New York 
Giants this fall, and expects this 
game. If lie breaks into it, to give 
him a good idea of what his chances 
in professional football are. 

Teammates Are Famous 

Although he will be surrounded 
by a galaxy of much more pub- 
licized stars, including such as 
"Bones", Hamilton, of Stanford: Bill 
Shakespeare, of Notre Dame; Bobby 
Wilson, of Southern Methodist, 
Tuffy will have before him the un- 
forgettable example of Bill Shep- 
herd, of Western Maryland. 

Last year, virtually unnoticed in 
the pre-game dope, Bill speedily 
proved himself much more of a 
football player than xll the rest 
of the "big name" boys put to- 
gether. 

That he has a good chance of 
breaking into the limelight during 
the practice sessions Is attested to 
by his coach, "Possum Jim" Plx- 
lee. Asked U he thbughF'TGWiT 
would have a chance to play Plx-

"I can’t see how any coach who 
has seen Tuffy play, can keep him 
out of the lineup." 

Whether he la going to make the

Meanwhile, as soon as he realized 
he was going to be elected to the 
squad, Tuffy began conditioning 
himself and alms to be in tip-top 
shape when he reports.

Nevertheless in spite of Cpach 
Pixlee’s tribute, it looms as a hard 
fight for Tuffy to win a place in 
the backfleid. Listed as a half- 
back, he will have to displace 
either Jay Berwanger of Chicago, 
or Bill Shakespeare of Notre Dame. 
Which virtually means he’s got to 
displace Shakespeare, since, barring 
injuries, it would seem that Ber- 
wanger is a dead cinch to play. 

And to ■even get the chance to 
displace Shakespeare, Tuffy must 
outplay such grid greats of the 
past season as Les Lind berg, from 
Illinois; "Chuch” Cheshire of U. C.
